Had Englund had, 
more men of the Ralles type at the head 
of affairs in these doys, the neighbouring 
Dutch islands would be in the Innds of 
the British nation now. F 

When Java and the surrounding Scttle- 
monta were returned to the Dutch, after 
England had held them during tho Napo- 
leonic wars, Englant gave to Holland her 
present security and independence; for 
would Holland not have been bub small 
State in the Germin confederation had 
she not had her Eastern colonies! True, 
she has a few colonics in South America,
